Mrs. Hale spoke for an hour and a 


auarter in behalf of the suffrage cause and presented fact after fact that 
•nattered many of the so called arguments against the spread and cul- 
mination of the movement to enfranchise women. She said very emphatical 
ty that in every case where the "antis" get busy they either have to say 
that women's place is in the home or else knock against democracy, and no j 
patriotic American can long withstand such criticism without growing weary.j 


Mrs. Hale summarized the question as it exists today,, giving also in j 


Setail the history and development of the past 150 years. Four states, in- j 
Eluding Pennsylvania, have twice passed suffrage bills, which means that 
the constitutional amendment giving women the ballot will be submitted to 
the voters this fall. 


Had Hearers Confidence 


' ' Mrs. Hale drove point after point home in a manner that left an in- 
.ielible impression on the mind. From the very beginning she had the con- 
tdence of her hearers and her genial disposition went far towardl the real 
enjoyment of her appeal that the principles of democracy, standing for and 
•embodying equality, be upheld and that in consequence the right to vote be 
franted to women. 


"It is not a question of abstract theory or a question for discussion. It 


is a question whether women shall be citizens with men. In other words, 
It is a practical live issue in this state," said Mrs. Hale. 


She then mentioned the spread of the movement among the nations of 


tthe world, adding that 26 countries are now in the international suffrage

LECTURER PAYS HER RESPECTS 10" 


Declare* That Those Opposed to Votes for Women Are Females Who Have 


\U They Want and Do Not Care Whether or Not Their Sisters Have 
Anything-Women Have Been Fighting for Higher Education for the 
Past Forty Years—Urges Men to Vote for Suffrage for Women. 


At the court house last night, Mrs. Beatrice Forbes-Robertson Hale de- 


tvered her lecture on "Women's Rights" before a large audience composed 
jbout-equally of men and women. 
Mrs. Hale spoke for an hour and a 


auarter in behalf of the suffrage cause and presented fact after fact that 
•nattered many of the so called arguments against the spread and cul- 
mination of the movement to enfranchise women. She said very emphatical 
ty that in every case where the "antis" get busy they either have to say 
that women's place is in the home or else knock against democracy, and no j 
patriotic American can long withstand such criticism without growing weary.j 


Mrs. Hale summarized the question as it exists today,, giving also in j 


Setail the history and development of the past 150 years. Four states, in- j 
Eluding Pennsylvania, have twice passed suffrage bills, which means that 
the constitutional amendment giving women the ballot will be submitted to 
the voters this fall. 


Had Hearers Confidence 


' ' Mrs. Hale drove point after point home in a manner that left an in- 
.ielible impression on the mind. From the very beginning she had the con- 
tdence of her hearers and her genial disposition went far towardl the real 
enjoyment of her appeal that the principles of democracy, standing for and 
•embodying equality, be upheld and that in consequence the right to vote be 
franted to women. 


"It is not a question of abstract theory or a question for discussion. It 


is a question whether women shall be citizens with men. In other words, 
It is a practical live issue in this state," said Mrs. Hale. 


She then mentioned the spread of the movement among the nations of 


tthe world, adding that 26 countries are now in the international suffrage 


' alliance.
